DIFFERENCE IN 
REACTION TO WAR 

In my home town, a rural com- 
munity, the people have. taken the 
war seriously, They have worked at 
the job of winning; they have helped 
the farmers plant and harvest food; 
they have made many sacrifices; 
they have taken seriously the job 
of collecting scrap and waste that 
have been called for by ‘the govern- 
ment. To the rural people, winning 
the war is the one thing of first 
importance, It regulates their daily 
activities. For them It Is a time of 
work and sacrifice, not of play and 
spending, ; 

During the summer I returned to 
the old home town of Chicago, The 
time was just after the appearance 
in a London newspaper of a critical 
piece, written by a London report- 
er, depicting the Chicago war spir- 
it, or lack of it, as he saw condi- 
tions in that metropolis. The news- 
papers of Chicago were much ‘het 
up” over that piece. They de- 
nounced the reporter as being un- 
fair, as not having investigated, as 
judging the people of the city by 
what he saw in a few night clubs. 

What I saw in Chicago was what 
that London reporter had seen in 
Chicago, and I did not see it in the 
night clubs, I saw it on the streets; 
I the mad rush of a money maddened 
people in their wild effort to spend 
the surplus money the war had 
given them. The stores ‘were 
jammed with people buying any and 
everything, regardless of price or 
quality, the merchants were offer- 
ing. People of all classes were buy- 
ing things for which most could 
have no urgent need, It was. simply 
a case of having money and want- 
ing to spend it regardless of what 
they bought, It was prosperity run 
rampant, 

I saw the same thing {n the bet- 
ter class of Chicago hotels and res- 
taurants. Champagne—American, to 
be sure—flowed more freely than in 
prewar days; blues singers rendered 
sprightly and slightly off-color dit- 
ties for enthusiastic audiences, 
many of whom were of the war's 
newly rich, There was no evidence 
that our men and boys were fighting 
for the nation’s continued existence, 

Men and boys of the metro- 
politan centers are In the fight- 
ing Mines just as those of the 
rural communities. Both figure 
in the casualty lists, but there 
is a difference In the effect, In 
the clty the family next door has 
lost a son, but that family re- 
celves no evidence of sym- 
pathy from families around 

them, There is, In the city, a 

Jack of that neighborly human 

touch so characteristic of the 

people of rural communities. 

That is one of the differences 
i between the people of the cities 

and the country, It is that neigh- 
: borly sympathy of the coun- 
| try that brings honie (o us more 

of the war's realiiles, while In 
the «ity ft ts only when war 
strikes directly at the home that 
war's. terrors are réallzed, 

Metropolitan centers stub- 
scribe thelr qtola to the war 
Jonna: contribute their part to 
the Red Cross, USO and other 
war funds, but after that visit 
to Chicago Tam convinced the 
people of the cities do not feel 
the same clement of responsi- 
bility for the war cffort, tnat 
sume desire for a speedy end, 
as do the people of the rural 
communities.

Last Three Weeks of Occupation 
Prove Decided Hardship on City 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: Although Ernie Pyle is now in England and headed 
home for a much-needed rest after two and one-half years on the fighting fronts, 
this column was written befove he left. France.)

PARIS,—Eating has been 


skimpy in Paris through the 


four years of German occupation, but reports that people 
were on the verge of starvation apparently were untrue, 
The country people of Normandy all seemed so healthy 


and well fed that we said all 


along: ‘Well, country people 


always fare best, but just wait till we get to Parig, We'll see 


real suffering there.” 


Of course the people of Paris have 
suffered during these four years of 
darkness, But I don’t believe they 
have suffered as 
much physical- 
ly as we had 


f thought. 
Certainly they 
don't look be- 
draggied and 


gaunt and pitiful, 
as the people of 
i Italy did.

' meals—coffee and sandwiches. And 
‘the “national coffee,” as they call 
- it, is made from barley and is about

( France has had nothing else ior four 
| years. 

If you were to take a poll on 
what the average Parisian most 
wants in the way of little things, 
you would probably find that he 
wants real coffee, soap, gasoline 
and cigarets.

Eating is the biggest problem 

right now for us correspondents. The 
‘army hasn't yet set up a mess. We 
Voan’t even get our rations cooked

‘Por two days most of us were so
